uour, if was no time fodwell vppon further muſes, butt 
make reddy foꝛ his matters, and be gone with all ſpun: 
and therckoꝛe to oucrlitp all idle cauſes of diſcourſe , ki 
ſuffice,that his leaue taken ofthe king, and ſuch other as in 
duety he was bounde, with a kinde farewell of the while 
Court, commending his Siſter to the kinde regard khys 
Miſtris, away goes he to ſea, as faſt as he could: and no 
beginnes no little miſery . Fo2 after that hee had bane; 
while toſſed in a ſtoꝛme oꝛ two, in ſuch ſozt,as wilh erm 
mit of ſicknes, finding his body vnable to bzooke thens 
ture of the ſeas operation, made him inwardly wich heh 
rather boꝛe a low ſayle at land, then ſo high a ſaple at ſa: 
but alas, this ſicknes, the firſt ſeaſoning of a ſouldier, was 
but an entraunce into the ſoꝛrow, that after fell vponhin 
foꝛ now, lying as J ſapd, beating among the billowes,ndy 
heere and now there, as it pleaſed the winde to beſtownn 
him, till in the end, dꝛiuen out of the ſight ok all his copan 
he was bayed into a poincte ſo full of Rockesandſands, 
as, it was thouſands to nothing that euer hee ſhould git 
out againe, without either wꝛack of Ship, 02 atlealtldl 
of goods, t no little daunger both of himlelfe x allhis x 
ple: lying J ſay in this ertremity, loking euery hein 
amiſchicfe, ſeeing no hope of comfoꝛt, but onelylefttiix 
heauens fauour,ſe what further miſery fell vpon hut 
By the vnloked foꝛ helpe of heauenly powers, beſdsd 
expectation, with great care of the Pilot, x no lee laboit 
of the Mariners, being dꝛouen out into the maine, i" 
did he line lo long (neuer ſetting eye of his company)til 
was enfozced foꝛ want of victuale , tomake towards 
next ſhoꝛe he coulde deſcry , foꝛ the refreſhing both of! 
ſelfe and his people. Andnow began he to thinke pin 


wert banquets he had often inade with his good friere“ what 


the pꝛodigal exceſſe that he was now plagued fo:when'® 
was wont fo leade a meaſure, to molt ſ wet Wenn 
what a ſauntis was in his Shippe, with crying for 1 
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tin they foztune, caſting they2 galles, and yeclving vp 


xy Ghoſts, it was euen enough in conſcience to kyl the 
jartofa young Souldiour : but ſay thys was but the foꝛ⸗ 
mm ofthe warre, vet ſay it was the ill foztune of the war, 
wt alas, what warre was thys , where he neuer came 
night? nay it was not his leaſt griefe to thinke of the 
mice, and be ſo farre from the ſight of it: but let thys bee 


teentry, the houſe is like to pzone no paradiſe, and ther⸗ 


hyeler what enſued. i 
Frederigo, now ſeeing a famine among his people, hys 
hype indaunger and himſelfe in diſtreſſe, though deft- 
ning rather to die then to endure further toꝛment of Fo2- 
te, was content at the requeſt of the Maiſter and other 
iche hyppe, to make towards the ſhoꝛe: where no ſoo⸗ 
che had put in, but he was pꝛeſently encountered with 
chan ntiuill kinde of people, as with the little fozce of 
de weake people hee had, he was conſtrained with ſome 
leck me, (and ſome hurt fo himſelfe) to get reliefe as the 
Comtrey there boꝛdering vpon the Coaſt woulde peelde. 
Ma little was thys miſery to the minde of a ſwecte na- 
aretoremember the entire loue of hys Parents, the vn⸗ 
kſruedfauonr of his Miſtris, hys grace in Court, and 
regard in his Countrey: and nowe to ſee nothing al- 
mitt the heauens thꝛeatning his ruine, and the Sea 
tadyto ſwallow him: hys people fewe, his foꝛce weake, 
umu bare, and no friend nerre, to whom he could hope 
ade beho ding: and when he thought vpon that woꝛd be⸗ 
Loꝛd how it did cut him at the hart, that hee who 
alwates at his owne pleaſure commannded , mult 
wine be glad to ſue, and to whom he knew not, but glad 

bleu, and vnabie to requite. 
Nell, not to be tedious in pꝛeambles, let mee tell you 
lllowed : after he had with much adoe, gotten ſuch

made account of, was a fine young Gentleman, that hay 
ffolne krom hys friends, and was paſſing in that little u 
ſell into a foꝛraine Countrey where they were to amn 
the cauſe that ledde hym to which courſe , was the wr 
derful repoꝛt that he had often heard, of the excellened! 
Woman, whoſe commendations, if J ſhould ducly ſet 
downe,J mult ſtudie a new Philoſophy foz the vninowe 
honoꝛ of Nature. Beauty bepond all that euer usa 
of: wit, aboue all humane creatures that euer werehdie 
of: and foꝛ perfections of rare qualities, ſhee bare j um 
of none ſuch: no language that ſhee ſpake not: no vert 
that ſhe kne bo not: no honoꝛ that che ſhewed not: m 
cretion that ſhe pꝛooued not: ſhee was of the heauew 
loued, andofthe woꝛlde admired: the ſpectacle ol al du 
gins: the miracle of all Women, 

Now foꝛ the ſight of ſuch a wonder, and fo2 the ham 
fauour of ſuch a foꝛtune, as might eyther bleſſe him in f 
gracious countenaunce , oꝛ ende him, inthedeſerts 
contrary, he had vndertaken this his firſt trauaile: wan 
in he tookt it no ill hap to fall info ſo honourable hanna 
this good Captaine and hys company, Mlell mam = 
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n thele two Gentlemen dwel together in one ſhip, which 
Frederigo, furniſhing with ſuch victuall and munition as 
u wanted, and they might well ſpare, beeing nowe not 
ur trom the Coaſt where they meant to goe on ſhoze, 
ping onely tyys Gentleman and hys Page with hym a 
boo de, rather foꝛ company to diſcourſe with, then foz any 
conqueſt oꝛ gayne that he meant to make of his impꝛyſon⸗ 
ment, ſent the Ueſſell away with all her people, vppon 
they; faythfull vow, neuer to ſee thys youth Polidoro, (foz 
Inas hys name) want eyther copne, honour oz ſeruice, 
hat they, 02 any ol theyzs ſhould euer be able to doe hym, 
inwhat place ſoeuer they ſhould find him: foꝛ whoſe ſake 
dete, hee was the moze willing to vſe them wyth thys 
ſohononrable entreatie: but let them goe, ſee nowe howe 
#otune ſoone followed againe pooze Frederigo, with her 
intollerable furte, 

Ater a fewe dayes and nights, which in moſt ſweete, 
learned, and kinde diſcourſes they had paſſed together, in 
luhabonde of loue, as nothing but lyfe ſhould bꝛeake off, 
kel ont, that in a fayze mozmng , with afreth gale of 
Winde,making towardes the Fleete that hee had left, 
though in little hope to come to the ſeruice, by a ſoꝛe leake 
atgrewin the ſhyppe ſo long vnſeene, and in ſuch place 
6(0uld hardly be helped, he was foꝛced with all ſpecde to 
tinto a creeke ot an Jlande, and there to ſhyft foꝛ liuing 
they could repayze the yꝛ craſed Barke. Pow iudge of 
int miſerie, to the Sea he could not goe, the Lande hee 
inewnot, bys victuals would ſoone ſkant : his friende her 
Whoughttoan ill banquet, and himſelfe to a wozſe bare 
Ne, then he euer hoped to haue beene at the making of. 
aa what remedy fo2 all thys 2 alas,onely pooze patience: 
atwhat was now to be dwne 2 cate with one hande and 
wie with another: one lleepe, another watch, ftande 

garde: the gate open, and the enemy at hand: heere 

wozke fo a young witte: a b2ydle fo2 a mad Colte: 

Ma diet tobzingdowne a dune ſtomacke. Now a cup 
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of water was comfoztable, and an D2enge that ſetued f 
ſauce at lande, was no meane dyſh at Dea: bzcadwas gy; 
uen byhys weight, and water by hys meaſure: fiſh? mz; 
ry, ſince the miracle, neuer ſo fewc fedde ſomany pepe: 
thys (J take it) was no little miſery, when ſome dyed in 
meate, other dꝛooped with ſozrow, a few of good dyn, 
lined to looke vpon theyꝛ Captaine. 

But, fo increaſe vet his further care, let mee tal pm 
what followed on: hauing with long tople: great uon 
and no leſle patiente, with much adoe, ſo dꝛelſed hys hy, 
as once moꝛe he would try the ende ol hys Sea fo:tune,( 
how cruelly the dealt with him. When hee had endurn 
many a ſtoꝛme, with many a hungry dinner, and no l 


per at all: looking vpon a number of daungers, am lig 


almoſt no hope of comfozt, lying ſo long till his viqullks 
gan to putrifie,and his people as faſt to periſh; it wh 
happe to deſcry a ſhyppe making towards him withalth 
ſpeede ſhe might: but alas, little it fell to his comfozt, t 
come abooꝛde on her. Fo2, when with many a danger 
ſhot he was foꝛced to ſtricke ſayle, and yeeld to the mm 
oꝛ crueltie of an vn known enemy : nothing did there war 
that might gyue him ſoꝛrow, moze then nature couldert 
dure. 

Foz firſt he mult peelde, and that was one mine t 
a minde of honour : then to an enemy, that was aich 
griefe, when ſubiection, euen to a friende, kyls the dat! 
an high humoꝛ: and how mult he peelde: hys ſhyppe, 
goods, his people, his liberty, his life, vnto the handes 8

But alas, pooze Frederigo, now with his diere friend, 
uam he had in loue named hys bꝛother) ſitting with him

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m all good mancr, as, imagine, hom neere hell was the 
tare of luch a ſoꝛrow. Well, to goe on, in thys ſhyppe 
they lyued looking vpon theſe deuils, feeding among theſe 
tgges, and making muſicke to theſe monſtrous people, 
hit chaunced that a man of warre a Pozfugall, hauing

1 zany, made to him, and after a little fight boꝛded him, and 


arricdhim away. But in regard of his happines to buy 
thoſe Chziſtians, and ſuch god vſage of them, as them⸗ 
Clues had repoꝛted, though in fight hee had loſt ſome of 
his chiefe men, vet did he ſo honourably vſe both the Moꝛe 
andhis company, as but that he wanted his commaunde- 
ment, till he came on land he little found his loſſe: but let 
meceaſe further to ſpeake of him, and goe on with Frede 
rv0 his foztune, 

Thys Pozfugall now perſwaded he knew, oꝛ at leaſt 
ad ſrene him befoꝛe, vpon the aunſwer of a fewe queſti- 
01s p;opounded vnto him, with a great diſcourſe of the 
tune of his bꝛother Polidoro, he tommaunded pꝛeſently 
te Captaine of one ol his Pinaces, with ſufficient victual 
numtion, kurniſht to goe though with his voyage,to 
like tyys young Gentleman Polidoro,and with ſuch ſum 
fcrownesas hee franckly gaue him, to bꝛing him to the 
Umdofhis ſo hondured Lady: not long was thys matter 
dicurüng, the Captaine ſone fulfilled his commaun- 
ment, made ready his Cabine, and toke him into hys 
hunt: but, to ſee the teares of true loue that fell at the 
tow of theyꝛ parting, but that men are no babes, would

Mell, let me not dwell tw much vpon the amn 
opinions, when pꝛeſente made no doubt of ane e 
abſence gaue but ſo;row,if not vnkindnes, when the

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was beſt in temper: if all the members were ſatiſ⸗ fied in 
they; wants, and pleaſed in their pꝛoper ties, when the eye 
was not blamed foz ſight, noꝛ the hart loꝛ ſence: faire we- 
ther, ſummer; toy and lc1:e, were the onely nourichments 
ofthe humoz of good nature, where good will in his con⸗ 
leit, conld neuer be wearie of his comſoꝛt. 

But let me leaue to teil vou further, what kinde croſſes 
were betwirt them: let it ſuſlize, that when Frederigo 
conſidered, that going with him he could neuer fee the Las 
die,whoſe ſight he ſo much deſired, and fo2 whoſe ſake,hee 
bertooke his firſt aduenture,and by the helpe of the hea- 
lens he might finde the meanes to ſe his friend, when hee 
hadatchiued his deſire, was content with much adoe, ra⸗ 
ther to wich him all welfare, then to giue him his farewell.

Frederigonow reſting with this Captaine, who (rather 
0 gayne himſelfe honour in fozraine Countries then com⸗ 
mendations at home) had with karre greater bounty diſ- 
patch?d away Polidoro, then with fauour , he kept Frede- 
oa booꝛde:one day among other, finding him very plea⸗ 
launtly diſpoſed after ſo many ſtoꝛmes of ill foztune , and 
mingling his mirth with ſuch modeſtie, as might be a⸗ 
Wvedfoz no light humoꝛ, to dꝛiue him firſt into a dumpe, 
i then keepe him in a ſoꝛrowe: of the ſuddaine, a great 
Kal: toſone, hauing beene but a few daies in his keeping,

Frederigo, Jamglad-toſee you ſo metry, after ſolong

lte, towardes the hope of his deſire: and let me tell pou 
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charge to you, and your mothers bleſſingif you tan get it 
will be wozth the hauing . Frederigo when after many 
ſounde, with the extremity ofſozrow, faintly recouered, he 
had heard this dolefull diſcourſe, ſeeing not his regatde ſ 
great, as either aunſwered his ſpirit, oꝛ might perſwadhis 
hope to any hapines, with many a deadly ſigh, e in feat 
bitter teares, ſoꝛrowing day and night, one eueningſt 
ting alone aboue the hatches, thinking vppon his friente 
Polidoro, remembꝛing his deere Parents, not fo2getting 
his ſweet Miſtris, and thinking vppon the Kings faucr, 
vpona ſuddaine, ſancke downe, andlying ſo inatraune, 
moꝛe bemoned by the Souldiours, and pittied by the very 
Moes, then comfozted by the Captaine: whenleaftli 
was expected, he by a little and little reuiued, and maſtmy 
ſoꝛrow with patience, made himſelf as merry as hecund 
when noting well the imperious humoꝛ of the Captane, 
who not looking foz any great amends, ſhewed him as l 
tle fauour as he might: a day 02 two befoze hee arnuedin 
his owne Countrey, beeing demaunded of the Captain!

ud ſo long out of one miſerie into an other, carping his

But after long muſing, ſitting 
Wine von a bancke ſive ncere vnto a Md, farre from 
kopie: and vet nere vnto a way, that ledde to a lodge, of 
deere deteaſed Parentes: fell thus to talke with him-

did embꝛate him. Don Frederigo, whom J haut ener b, 
ued, long loked after, and ſo long time coulde not heare if: 
molt vnfeignedly welcome. Frederigo,ina ſuddaine paſſi- 
on, ſuppꝛiſed with this rare peece of friendſhip after 9 rec, 
uery ofa little traunce,with humble thanks;reccined the 
wozdes of further comkozf, 


Frederigo, let not thy friends death, which J feare than 


haſt hearde: the vnkindneſſe ol thy kin, that J doubt thay 
wilt finde: noꝛ the miſeries whatſocuer , thou haſte either 
paſſed oꝛ doſt endure : further appall thy ſpirite, then um 
be recouered by thy friendes comfoꝛt. Thou knowelt how 
deere J helde thy Parents, and what charge J reteiued in 
tare of thy wel doing, J had rather in action make known 
by loue, then in woꝛdes, but werp thy hearing: and wich 
theſe woꝛds, ſending in his age, foꝛ a rich ſute ofappatch 
that he had made to ſend to a Son of his at Court, walla 
with him in the Parke , diſcourſing ol his croſſe foztuns, 
But when the Boy was returned, and he ſo well appare 
led, in he led him to hys houſc: where in moſt goodſozt, x 
was of all moſt louinglp entertained, 

But lining a ſewe daies with this Knight, whocoeh 
foz his conſcience was fozbidden the Court, obſcruingtd 
theyꝛ great iop, the howꝛes of diuine ſeruce,in ſuchmay 
ner and foꝛme, as agræed, with the true groundeofRel 
gion: it fell out , that there happened to be in the houſe. 
this time of his entertainment, a companion of ſuchan 
dicion, as was fitte foꝛ no god company , This Jacke, u 
ſterde ofa Gentleman, yet ſet out in apparelllyke a nnd 
ſome honeſt pzeſence , and regarded in that place, ius 
Cardinalles ſake , whome hee followed in Courte , ol 
to make him merry, with many an other mans ſoz! owe: 
thys Paraſite,foz ſo indcede J rightly tearme him, nows 
Frederigo his entertainment, his obſeruation of ſer

how bꝛaue he was in his apparcll, how kindly he was en- 
trrtained,how long he had beene there, how little defire he 
ab in him, to come any further, and what doubt were to 
* him, it he ſhoulde come of the ſuddaine to the 


The Cardinall, no friende to Don Perio, no2 greatly 
laue with Don Bernardo, Frederigo his Father, makes 
the king ſo acquainted with this diſcourſe, as with his 
ſilent warrant, there was diſpatched a certaine Mellen⸗ 
ger to the houſe of Don Perio , with all ſpeede to bꝛing vp 
both hun, and his new gueſt: to be ſhozt, halle was madc, 
temeſſage diſpatched, Don Perio, with Frederigo , to the 
Rat amaſing, and no little ſozrow of the whole houſe and 
Countrey, there abouts, were bꝛought vppe , andere they 
une tothe Court, commaunded to cloſe pꝛiſon: where af- 
thy had reſted a day oꝛ two, one ſeperated ſo far frem 
tieother,as that nothing but hearts, that mete inuiſible 
ane together: in a mozning about nine 2 ten of the 
hs „this Cardinall , ( as the ffo2y calleth him) 

ltopherodimala mente, ſo named by hys houſe, (a 
Une moſt agreeing to his own nature) with the rcft of o⸗ 

chen fitting in the Senat houſe, ſent fo2 Don Perio to 


befoze them: who, truely hauing aunſwered to ſuch 


Wiſtions as he was pꝛopounded, was lounde foclecre 
uſes ofoffence , moze then loꝛ ſuffering him to 
vie 
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vſe ſuch oder ol diuine ſeruite in his houſe, as was by 
Kings pl:aſure and the Law ofthe Countrey, with ſome 
oꝛdinary woꝛds of diſpleaſure, and warningfrom the like 
offence, was fined in a ſumme ofmoney, and lo within a 
little time diſcharged. 

But nowe againe, thinke how Foꝛtune begun a ne 
courſe of croſſes with pwze Frederigo, the man, thatin 
kindnes receiued him, inhonour relieued him, and in laue 
ſo entertained him, as he was foꝛ euer bound to loue him, 
now to be a cauſe of his trouble, how much, he knew nt, 
but moze then he couide live without many deathes to be 


hold. Well, as it was, he muſt abyde it, doe hob he could 


to diſgeſt it: but Don Piero diſcharged, and ſo, as at hys 
departure, he durſt not giue him a looke ok his loue: pare 
Frederigo, was ſent foz afoze the Senate, where hee was 


vpon his othe examined, and by the ſame coniured to mate 


true aunſwere in his conſcience, to enery point of his a⸗ 
tuſation: which, in euerp part ſo perfozmed.as there wa 
no fault found in him, but that, which inderde was fault 
les: onely foꝛ hys Religions ſake, he was again ſent lac 
to pꝛyſon, but with ſuch enlargement of libertie, as thi 
he might walke within the Caſtle to take the ayꝛe in any 
conuenient place fo2 a pꝛyſoner, and withall had the aut 
of his friendes, whereof in that extremity he had ſoltlve, 
as, a cipher in Arithmeticke woulde ſoone ſette down the 
number. = 
ut let that paſſe, there did he liue Godknowes in 
tle pleaſure, meditating vpon the miſeries;that 
lie did ſo toꝛment him, as neyther day noz night that heil 
molt toke houre of quiet reſt, Nowe in theſe into 
paſſions, one whyle thinking vpon p loſſe of his Parents 
then the lacke of his friend Polidoro, an other while bad 
ing the vnkindnelle of his kinne, that in this timeo\ in 
pꝛilonment, hoping to laue a Legacp, rather looked fo: 
ende, then wiſhed his comfozt : then calling to myndeW 


Biltris, that nowe made no recozd of her 9de * 
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a by and by, loking vppon the miſery of Don Piero, fo; 
his honourable entertainement , and rather relieuing of 
jininhys po2e eſtate, and laſt of all ſceing no hope ol bet- 
tr hap, then to ende his dates in this Dungion, in theſe J 
ſ ertremities, lpuing in manp deathes, and, that toni⸗ 
int too long deferred: one day among other ſitting in hys 
Chamber , looking thoꝛough a little bꝛoken quarrell of 
dale in his Window, hee eſpyed comming into the Ca⸗ 
lie with many ſweete Ladies and Gentlemen, no leſſe 
ſweetly accompanied then honourably attended, the Ladie 
Paladina his Miſtris: who pacing right againſt his win- 
un, made (as it were) a kinde of ſtay, to take a kinde of 
deb of the Caſtle, but now and then vnder the bꝛowes, 
alting a glaunce vp at her impꝛiſoned Seruaunt. Where 
laing the Japloꝛs neere, the called one of them to her, and 


uiſemed woman like, as one that woulde knowe, if it 


Mlled not what, noz to what end, aſked of him, who lay 
nthis p;yſon, and who in that? and ſo foꝛth: when ima⸗ 
tne, what a toꝛture was it to the hart of Frederigo, to ſee 
»Hiltris ledde by the hande, with many a (weete looke 
[turned foza fauour, and he pwze wꝛetch, neither wozthy 
be<oldher, noꝛ able to come neere her, But alas, little 
ev he the cauſe ol her comming, was only to deuiſe the 
eſt meane of his comfozt; foꝛ, after that ſhe had aſked firſt 
vers other pziſoners, how they paſſed theyꝛ time, how 
were diſpoſed in nature, howe long they had beene 
here, and laſt of all, when they looked foz libertic, 
fozgotte not among the reſt, to enquire ſomwhat 
cio, of whom hearing ſuch great commendation, 
vagiednoill condition: the called the keeper aſide, and 
crete vſed theſe few ſpeeches vnto him, Foz that (qd, 
was once my ſeruaunt, and J hope yet wyll pzoue 
Uoneſt man, vſe Frederigo well J p2ay thee , comfozt 
in what thoumayſt , and thy paines thallnot be foz- 
uten: whengining him lome fewe crownes , wylling 
that her ſeruaunt chould not lacks any thing that hee 
J. I, had 
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had nerde of, (but not to know it tame from her) when 
had bene about the Caſtle, © taken her leaue of the Cap 
taine and the Lady, ſhe departed leauing Frederigo inſuch 
perplerities, as men of his loꝛtune can beſt (J think) gur 
thep2 iudgements ol. 

Nowe when {ſe was gone, Frederigo, ſeeinghigky, 
per ſomewhat neere vnto his lodging, came downe out 
his Chamber, and in a Garden right vnder his window! 
walked a while with him, as wel to paſſe away ſome ce 


ſiue thoughts, as to enquire of him ſome ſuch poyrits oft | 


dinary newes, as hee thought hee might be aunſwrredn 
without ſuſpicion of any ill meaning, eyther to the Pn 


oꝛ ſtate. But hauing diſcourſed a while with hum 


common matters, as was conuenient foꝛ him toſprakd, 
at laſt he fell to vſe a woꝛd oꝛ two of his Miſtris, in ud 
darke ſoꝛt, as if he had neuer knowne her, oz at leaſt be 
much foꝛgotten that euer he had ſeene her. 
I pꝛap vou (quoth he) what do you call the ſwit La 
that was heere euen now, ſo richly apparelled, and jou:

derigo, as J knowe and pꝛoteſt hys lopaltie ta thys ſtat, 
Mell, quoth the Cardinall, pour woꝛdes can not eruſ 
pour deeds, and therfoze knowing pour dome vou mul be 
content to depart. Mhen with a number of weepingeyes, 
(that no leſſe pittied her ſoꝛrow, then feared her death ſy 
returned to the Caſtle, where let me leaue her foꝛ a whit, 
and tell vou a little further of Frederigo. 
PFrederigo, now ſo ouer-loden with miſeries, that he 
knew not how to haue the leaſt part of a thought of pa 


ſure, hauing heard by his keeper of hys Miſtris mil, 


ſo far as without fear of hurt he durſt deliner it vnto hin 


After that he had with many ſighes, ſobs, and (inſects) 


molt bitter teares,paſſed ouer many melancholy thought, 
one while ſceing death ready to execute the laſt parte 6 
row, another while ſcetng ſoꝛrow mcreaſing,by the Fate 
cruel pꝛolonging the abꝛidgement ol hys paime:;noweat! 
foꝛted with the tonſtancie of his Miſtris kindnes, and by 
and by kylled, with the concert of her ſozrow foz hys (ili 
now loking towards heauen, and anon ſeeing the de 
hell that he lined in: nowe reuiuing with a hope lan 
vnlooked foꝛ happineſle, and by and by ſtrooke den ui 
the deſpaire ol al hope almoſt whatſoeuer. In fine, oben 
downe with ſoꝛrow, as he had almoſt no thoughtown 
fozt, in themidit of all this miſery, paſſing fromonepl 
on to another with that extremity of griefethath 
moſt no remedy, but in the graue: thꝛowing himſelle n 
pon hys bedde, after he had lyen awhile muſing vpon i 
incomparable croſſes, he fooke pen t vncke and paper

J left comming to ſecke his friend Frederigo. | 
Polidoro, now hauing longlyen beating at fea, toſtn 
many a bitter ſtozme,knockt againſt many a Nocke, gri 
ting againſt diuers ſands,x eſcaping many a flawofwnd 
wherewith hee hadde lpke often , to haue biene call # 
way:at laſt with the helpe of the heanenly powers,deſcry 
ing a long withed fo2 ſhoꝛe, making all the ſpeed to thei» 
uen that he could, and yet foꝛ lacke of wind, not able lo put 
in with that tide, lay at ancker, vpon a roade at the point 
of the Land, where p weather being at that time, no bol, 
then his ſhippe might ride without daunger, hee lay here 
fo2 that night: but the next moꝛning, with the tide put it 
the hauen, and with ſome fewe attendants, a Page 03400 
and a fot⸗man, came on ſhoꝛe, where, as traueilers ton 
monly are in places of ciuill gonernement , hee was lic 
great courteʒy entertained: now ſomthing wery with hes 
long lying at Sea, with deſire of ſome comſoꝛt of he fre 
apꝛe, to take a little reſt, befoze he would take his travail 
towardes the Court, with ſuch good company, as hel 
found,paſſed.away a fewe dates in ſuch pleaſing mere 
and oꝛdinary diſcourſes, as might beſt content hamper 
tion: w her J will leaue him fo2 a While, to take ſuc} 1 
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tir. as the Contrey foz his coine would yeelde him, and J 
l tell vou a little of the pooze afflicted Frederigo. 
Frederigo one euening hearing vnder his window, hys 
Hiſtris Page, by his keeper ſitting vppon a bench, ſinging 
the long · that he of his ſozrow had lately ſet downe, began 
u grow into many ſtraung humoꝛs, touching the ſame. As 
frtt how came he by it: oꝛ had an other ioined iſſue with e⸗ 
nery woꝛd in his thought ? oz was it poſſible, p his Miſtris 
could become ſo god a Poet? oꝛ could his keeper haue ſuch 
avaine in his head? oꝛ had his keeper ſtolne it from hym? 
hp, he had it in his Deſk faſt locked: but durſt hee haue 
it long, i he had it? and what was there in it to foꝛbid him? 
durely it was his own doing, but why did the boy ſing it: 
Did his Miſtris euer heare it? Giue him leaue to ſette the 
note 2 Oꝛ command him to ſing the ditty 2 Oꝛ did ſhe ſend 
him:o2 the Keeper bzing him: Oꝛ he of himſelfe aduenture 
thether? Mell, be howe it was, it was his, howſoener it 
tame into their handes, foz whoſe well handling, (hauing 
little other mony,vet looking only into his mind) he thꝛew 
ut vnto them the peece of gold, that he had receiued of the 
Nod olde youth his fathers man: which thankfully accep⸗ 
ted, the page ſang vnto him, the ditty » his miſtris had lat⸗ 
hygiuen him to ſet a note vnto: which ended and the Ree⸗ 
per called foꝛ, about ſome neceſſary ſeruice in the houſe, a⸗ 
way goes the page with him, leauing Frederigo in a woꝛld 
fftroubled thoughtes, which ſince J cannot helpe, J will 
laue him foꝛ awhile to patience, as his beſt remedy, and J 
wyll returne againe to the Lady Paladina. | 

Qhen the Lady Paladina,had finiſhed in as great haſt, 
s ſhe wiſhed good ſped, her handkercher foꝛ her ſeruaunt 
Er ederigo, the time tame, that the Lawe muſte haue his 
tourſe, and ſhe muſt either finde meanes to confute her ac⸗ 
uulation, 02 ſome ſuch knight, as in the honour of vertue, 
would challenge the tombat, in the defence of her right, ei⸗ 
ther of which, thee altogether vnable to compaſſe : (to be 
hot the day came that ſhe muſt aunlwere to her trpall: 
che Judges let in place ol iudgment: the accuſer ready to 
1.2. main. 
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maintaine his accuſation: the wond, of that wozld comets 
heare the inditement: the Lady was ſent fo! : who ben 
b2ought befoze the Senat, to aunſwere to al ſuch matters, 
as there ſhe ſhoulde bee charged with, nothing amazaze 
the ſight of this ſolemne company, the Jugde frowning,th 
Cardinall bent to her little comfoꝛt, her accuſer in pr 
ſence , ready to maintaine his villainous accviation; th 
Executioner ofthe laſt part of iuſtice, o2derly ſtanding in 
his place, and the Law, thꝛeatning in all likelthad, thee 
of her lyfe: a ſtage beeing made fo2 the purpole, where the 
accuſer, the oflendant, and the executioner had place from 
the pꝛeſſe of the people, the Cardinal with theſe few wordt 
gaue the iudgment, that might be the end of her lool. 
Madame, J know it is not a little grœfe, to a number n 
this companp, to ſee you in this place, in this lost, and vpn 
this cauſe, to receiue the vertue of Lawe, and the right 
Juſtice: I knowe there is none of any god ſpyꝛite, butin 
heart doth moꝛne fo2 you, as well foz the vertuous lam, 
wherofyou arc honozably deſcended as fo2 the hope y was 
had of your god diſpoſition , to come to no little worth 
aduancement: but ſince ſo foule is yp cauſe,as neither you 
conſtiente can cleere, noꝛ any friend will take vpon him to 
maintaine, J know no cauſe, why ſentence of indgenent 
ſhoulde not iuſtly pꝛoccede againſt you . The Lady wih 
wonder of all the people, with a liuelp eye, a cherry chr / 
and a blood red lyp nothing damped at his dolefull that, 
noꝛ fearing the effect of his dead!p furp, with a moſt bolte, 
but modeſt countenaunce,made hym this aunſwere, 
ByLo2d,trueth ſtandes not vpon the tongues oel, 
no2 honour, vpon the frownes of authozity : it ſhall ſuffi 
fo2 the diſcharge of conſcience, that death is moze wellen

giue then requite: the accuſation J vtterly denie: rendes 


are far from the oppꝛeſſed, and who is he that dares offend 


a farre meaner then a Cardinall 2 who mourneth fo = 
let it be fo2 my wꝛong: and who will doe me any good, w 
them pꝛay ſoꝛ my ſoulrs health: as foz this carkas i is j 
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atronck of baſe ſubſtance , and ſo J effame it: but, vet if 
dulama be a true ftozy, then may be a new Daniell: which 
wad was ſcarcely out, when Polidoro, tomming vp to the 
Caurt,and hearing ofthis ſtrange arrainement,of a poꝛe 
eſfrefſed Lady, of a ſuddaine comes info the place, and 
vith his ſwozde in his hande , to the great admiration 
fall the company, thꝛowing down his Gauntlet, challen⸗ 
pothe Combat of the accuſer, c in the honour of the Ladp, 
offered the aduenture of his lyle: which, by oꝛder of they 2 
Lawenotto be refuſed, the Gauntlet taken vppe, and the 
challenger with the defendant, taken in hand by the pointe 
the lwoꝛd, to make the fryall of the cauſe: within a little 
tyme.the matter was decided, the accuſer vanquiſhed, and 
te Lady to the great iop of al the beholders ſo wholy clir⸗ 
of all ſuſpicion of offence, as the Paraſite that had firſt 
miled the pꝛactice, was, ( after many confeſſions of his 
miſt deteſtable villanies, as well againſt Don Frederigo, 
Don Piero, the Lady Paladina, and diuers other in the 
Cantrey)fay2e hanged vp vppon a Jebbet, in the ve us ol 
althe beholders,vpon whoſe death, his life beeing no bet⸗ 
lt; Jthinke there was no man woulde take the paines to 
bite hys Epitaph , and therefo2e let him there hance , till 
du kllowes come to him, and let me tell you on of the La⸗ 
h and her newe Champion: who, by the oꝛder of the 
Lawe of that Countrey , when he had wonne her by the 
(t92d,was, with all the honoꝛ that might be deuiſed, in all 
nes to enioy her, who no ſooner hearing of p name of 
ederigo, but laying aſide all other foꝛtunes whatſocuer, 
bald be ſatiC-fied with nothing, but with the ſight of hys 
de Frederigo: and thcrefoze commending his lweete 
— to the honourable- and kinde regarde of her beſt: 
ſends, he gat leaue of the King a the cheefe ofhys Scrat. 
Wea ſight of his deere friende Frede rigo: When after 
t he had that might beene with no little royall fealiings, 
do Pulique,and many dapntie deniſcs, mot? honours- 
ntertained, the next day with the Kings fauour , hee 
unto the Caſtle, from whence with hope ol great fa

our , he bꝛought the poze dyſtreſſed Frederigo 1 vi 
whome hauing many diſcourſes of both their foztunes. du 
Frederigos chiefe miſeries, he grue into ſuch an od hun 
ol loue, as he vowed either to leaue his tarkaz in the co 
trev, oꝛ to pꝛocure him the ſubſtaunce of his woꝛdes un 
loꝛt: & therloꝛe being offered by the King, « the Duke er 
father, with other of ſuch authozity, as might (in amm 
rule the whole mater, that he ſhould foz his due, both cal 
leng and obtaine the Lady fo his loue, hee entreated, tha 
ſince ſhe was not with the heauens fauour, at his virecin 
to diſpoſe , in the right of honour ſhee might bee on hin 
beſtowed, to whom in thecare of conſcience,of vertue 
nour, and true loue, ſhe was by the heauens allotted, an 
by the woꝛld to be allowed, which (though in iuffice not u 
be denyed, yet vnwillinglp veelded) was, with much ade, 
thus far graunted: that if ſhe would during the lyke olthe 
Ming, abandon the Contrep, and take that courſe of hond, 
that might returne to the ſtate no diſgrace, ſhe ſhoulde y 
his ſute and foꝛ his ſake obtaine ſuch fauoz, as neither hu 
foꝛtune pꝛomiſed, noꝛ her deſarts (moꝛe then in his der) 
could challenge: much adoe there was, ere the poozep;y- 
foner Frederigo, coulde haue liberty, the Lady fauur,t 
Polidoro, his requeſt: but in the ende when the Cawinl 
ſaw, that if ſhe were rid the Country, there were wear 
of further miſcheife , ſo perl wadded the King, as wihhe 
conſent of the Senat, both ſhe and her Seruant wertlint 
away with Polidoro,to Sea, to paſſe into ſucha Count 
as hee to his beſt content ſhoulde cary them: and ſo lim 
leaue the King with the Cardinall, and the reſt of his de 
nat and Court, and let me tel you of a new courſe thatia⸗ 
tune began, foꝛ her laſt farewell with Frederigo. | 
Then Frederigo, was nowe with his good friend o. 
doro and his deere Lady Paladina, after many tearesan 
dolefull ſignes ok louc, in taking leaue at parting, gotien® 
booꝛde, with his freindeg, and with a pinnace 02 two by 
tend his ſhyp, put out into the ſea: now began Foztulr 


lay the vꝛons ok her niſchife in p fyze, Foz ſcarce the? * 
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zu into the maine, bending their courſe towards Polidoro 
his Countrey, a greater man in account, then hee woulde 
pet beknowne foꝛ: ſcarce J ſay they were fozty Leagues 
at dea, when they mette with a Pyꝛat, ſo well furniſhed 
with all matters foꝛ his purpoſe, that at this ſhyp he made 
aquarrell , firſt ſent a bullet oꝛ two of ſuch a mould, as 
made no ſmall holes in the ſhyppe ſizes , and comming a 
little neerer, gaue firſt a bꝛoade ſide of ſhotte, as made her 
ſtrike Haple, and after the loſſe of many people, yecided to 
the merty of the Pyꝛate, which Polidoro and Frederigo, ſo 
unwilling to conſent vnto , as that they rather de ſired 
death, then lyfe in ſuch dilgrace: ſetting vppe their reſt in 
the relolution of their honour, fought it out ſo long, til they 
put the cnimie to flight, and with many wounded perſons, 
betwirt halfe dead and ſcarce aliue, gat themſelues to an 
Jund, that they next tame in ſight off: wher no ſooner ar⸗ 
rined, but they found Polidoro ſoꝛe woũded, of which hurt 
within a few dates after, he dycd, with the ſoꝛrow where 
the Lady lined not long after, wherby peoze Fredcrigo 
was depꝛiued of all carthly pleaſure: when beſtowing the 
createſt part of his welth vpon his people in his ſhiv,with 
ſome little pecce of ſubſtaunce, to maintaine him and hys 
pooze Page, icauing the wozlde to the wofull tourſe of na⸗ 
ture, betoke himſelle to the lyfe of an Hermite, when in a 
Cue, at the bottom ofa hill, neere adiopning vnto a great 
hood, at the ſide of a plaine, he ended the reſt of his dares : 
after whole death, his Page, hauing followed him many 
leeres, and ſeene the crollenes of his ſoꝛtunc, taking many 
beet notes, of the ſtrange paſſage ok his lyfe , wꝛote thys 
true, as he termed it, but truely malancholike diſcourſe of 
helle and death of his Malter Don Frederigo di Terra
